THE LINSEED OIL SITUATION. 


The break in the price of linseed oil 
by the city crushers on Wednesday last, 
came as a surprise to most persons, in 
view of the fact that trade conditions 
for a week at least had been altogether 
more promising. It is true that there 
has been a break in seed from the 
prices prevailing at the opening of the 
week, but. this was so nearly coinci- 
dent with the decline in oil that it could 
net be considered as in any way influ- 
encing the action of the crushers. In- 
deed, there is more reason for assuming 
that the apparent weakness of the oil 
market ‘had a depressing influence upon 
seed. The improved tone noted in our 
last seems to have had no encourage- 
ment at the hands of a number of 
erushers, and the low prices to which 
we referred as having been quoted at 
the opening of the week, but which we 
believed were no longer quotable, prove 
to have been renewed, if, indeed, they 
were ever actually withdrawn. Some of 
the crushers have been expressing 
themselves most confidently as to the 
outlook for oil, and we believe the gen- 
eral sentiment among them has been 
that the market was in a position where 
the chances for improvement were rea- 
sonably assuring. But one concern, 
more pronounced in its expressions, and 
advising contracts, has, in the face of 
its own opinions, offered oil at 29 cents 
over the year, and is reported to have 
named as low at 28% cents. There are 
two or three mills, all told, which are 
understood to have offered at 30c. 
or less, but as to which of them 
has been most aggressive in the mat- 
ter there appears to be some doubt. 
Neither of them is disposed, so far as 
we know, to assume responsibility for 
having initiated these low offers, but 
each claims to have been compelled to 
meet somebody else’s figures. However 
this point may be settled, it is quite 
impossible to make out the inciting 
cause for the break, in view of the con- 
ditions already referred to as having 





prevailed for some days before and 
after our last report. Unless it be in 
anticipation of a much lower price for 
seed during the remainder of the year 


than has thus far been indicated by , 


the conditions reported, the reduction 
finds no explanation except in the gen- 
eral demoralization that affects the 
crushing industry. 

It would appear to be evident, from 
so much as is now known of the Na- 
tional company’s affairs, that the 
liquidation of its seed deal is not likely 


to result in much seed or oil being 
thrown upon the market. Indeed, it is 
not generally believed that the com- 


pany has much of an excess, a consid- 
erable amount of its stock of both com- 
modities having been sold before the 
climax in its affairs was reached, while 
it has not, during the past fortnight, 
been among the cheap sellers. Rumors 
are constantly being circulated of prob- 
able changes in the policy of the com- 
pany, and while those familiar with its 
affairs do not anticipate any change of 
management, there is apparently a pos- 
sibility that its policy may be so far 
modified as to lead up to an under- 
standing between all of the crushers, 
looking toward more stability to the 
prices of the products. It has been 
known for some weeks past that an ef- 
fort was being made to bring the inde- 
pendent crushers together upon some 
basis that would check the worse than 
profitless competition that has existed 
during the past three years or more, 
but the success the movement 
still problematical. Could the co-oper- 
ation of the National company be 
vouched for in some way that would 
prove assuring to the outside crushers, 
there is little doubt that they could be 
brought together, but thus far they 
seem to lack the requisite measure of 
confidence in this being done, and for 
that reason several of them, whose par- 
ticipation is essential, have declined to 
be bound by any agreement. The pres- 
ent condition of prices so far empha- 
sizes the demoralization that it may 
possibly hasten the relief sought, by 
impressing upon everybody interested 
in the industry the necessity of doing 
something to get it on to a basis of rea- 
sonable manufacturing profit. But un- 
til the need of such action is sufficiently 
appreciated to force all interests to 
come together, the probability of a 
stable market for oil is extremely re- 
mote, and the buyers of oil have no 
basis for estimating the probable 
course of values. Seed has weakened 
abroad somewhat during the past week 
and the export limit here has been cor- 
respondingly lowered, while the crop 
conditions here are favorable for a full 
average supply. Even if these condi- 
tions were the reverse of what they are, 
there would be no assurance of the 
price of oil being governed by cost any 
more than it has been during the past 
year, and the question of contracts is, 
therefore, one which most buyers seem 
to regard somewhat dubiously. 
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GAMBLER DEPRESSED. 


While the store stock of gambier is 
in the same firm hands that have con- 
trolled it for several months, the out- 
look is not very encouraging for the 
holders by reason of the almost entire 
absence of demand from consumers, 
such as there is being filled from the 
dock as the vessels arrive, but at prices 
considerably below those quoted ex 
store. This has been the situation for 
several months, but the feature of the 
week has been the break in the Singa- 
pore market. Not many weeks ago it 
was quoted above this one, but within 
the past few days sales of 150 tons, 
steamer shipment, have been made at 
2.47%c., and large sales of sailer at 
2.5734@2.60c., while spot sales ex steamer 
Energia have been made at 24%@2.52%c. 
Just what is the cause of the break 
at the source of supply is not known. 
By some parties it is attributed to a 
large overproduction, but the latest fig- 
ures do not show it, for the reason that 
shipments from Singapore to this coun- 
try from Jan. 1 to Aug. ‘1 were 94,000 
bales, as against 90,000 bales during the 
same period last year, It is understood 
that the shipments during the first half 
of the month of August will show a 
larger increase, and the statement has 
been made that they will prove to be 
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the largest on record for a like period. 
It is possible that an accumulation of 
stock at Singapore caused the break. 
The market has not recovered to any 
material extent, as several 
tons are offered at 2%c., landed. 

There is a disposition in some quar- 
ters to attribute the depression to ma- 
nipulation on the part of those who are 
supposed to be on the short side of 
the market, and who have broken the 
price here ex dock to influence the 
Singapore market and to make a price 
here for the sailing vessels now about 
due. This view is not generally 
tertained, however, by reason of the 
fact that the offers from Singapore 
were bona fide, and were made by 
Singapore shippers, and not by specu- 
lators there or in London, or by local 
operators. 

The outlook is not very encouraging 
at the moment. The store stock here 
and in Boston is about 29,000 bales, the 
bulk of which its holders in the 
neighborhood of 3c., some even higher. 
The demand from consumers is not so 
large but what it can be supplied from 
dock as the vessels arrive, hence the 
store stock is allowed to remain prac- 
tically intact. The steamer Energia is 
here with 4,000 bales, the Stella del 
Mare is due with 9,000, the McLaurin is 
expected in two weeks with 8,000, the 
Drumpark in six weeks with 11,000 
bales, Prince Waldemar due in October 
with 11,000 bales, not to speak of the 
steamers, one due in September having 
4,000 bales. It is possible that the 
portunity looked for by the holders may 
not come until after the close of navi- 
gation, but it may before then if trade 
improves, as consumers usually stock 
up while there is an opportunity to do 
so at cheap rates of freight. The vis- 
ible supply to Dec. 1 is, however, 77,000 
bales, against 68,000 last year. 
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DECISION AFFECTING CHEMICAL 
PATENTS IN ENGLAND. 


The announcement in our Liverpool! 
letter this week that the decision in the 
suit of the Castner-Kellner Co. and the 
Commercial Development Corporation 
had been favorable to the plaintiffs, is 
received with considerable interest by 
the trade here, in view of a possible in- 
fluence upon the industry in this coun- 
try. The suit was based upon an alleged 
infringement of the Kellner patents by 
the Rhodin process, which the defend- 
ants employed. We are without suffli- 
cient details to enable us to judge of 
the full value of the decision, the trade 
here not being advised as to the fea- 
tures Which constitute the infringement. 
There is an understanding, however, 
that the decision sustains the Kellner 
patents to an extent which may lead 
to litigation with other processes, and 
in this way may have a bearing in this 
country. In Great Britain the Castner 
and Kellner patents are owned and 
operated under a single company, the 
formation of which was _ intended to 
forestall litigation involving the merits 
of the two patents, so that the ques- 
tion of priority has never been legally 
established. In this country they are 
operated by different concerns, and 
there has always been some doubt as to 
whether there might not be a contest 
over what are deemed to be certain con- 
flicting features of the two patents. 
Should the decision in the Kellner- 
Rhodin suit prove to broadly sustain 
the Kellner patent, it is within the pos- 
sibilities that the company controlling 
that process here will institute suits 
wherever infringements are deemed to 
exist. This does not necessarily involve 
those who are operating the Castner 
process, the infringing features of 
which, if there be any, might not be 
established by a decision which involved 
only the Rhodin claims, but there are 
alleged to be other works operating here 
or preparing for operation, which em- 
ploy a more directly infringing process, 
and there is reason for believing that 
the American owners of the Kellner 
patent are only awaiting the prestige 
of a favorable foreign decision to make 
an assertion of their rights. So far as 
the trade here in imported chemicals 
is concerned, it is not apparent that the 
decision has any significance, and its 
indirect effects, as indicated above, can 
only be judged when the scope of the 
decision is more fully understood. 
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THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN 
JULY. 


The reports of operations in the vari- 


us petroleum-producing States vary 
considerably, due to the different meth- 
ods adopted by those who compile the 
reports, there being no systematic com 
pilation of statistics, such as is adopted 
by the Government with regard to for- 
The reports, made up 
by scouts and other newspaper corre- 
spondents, are, however, as nearly cor- 
rect now as they have been in the pas:, 
and may be taken as bases for compari- 
son and accepted as showing approxi- 
mately the condition of the producing 
industry. The higher price realized for 
the product has stimulated field work, 
the report of new work in progress at 
the close of July showing a material in- 


crease, while the number of wells com- 
pleted has increased over six- 
teen per cent. There has also 
been a considerable increase in 
production, as compared with that 
of the June wells, and the average 


production of the July wells has been 
larger, due, not to a general increase, 
but to the fact that several wells were 
brought in showing exceptional ca- 
pacity. All the conditions may be re- 
garded as favorable to a continuance of 
active operations, the price of the prod- 
uct remaining near the dollar mark and 
the results attending drilling operations 
have latterly been even more satisfac- 
tory than during June and the early 
part of July. 

The number of wells completed in the 
States of Pennsylvania, New York, 
West Virginia, Ohio and Indiana during 
the month of July was 660, showing an 
increase of ninety-two. The production 
of these wells at the close of the month 
was 11,350 barrels per day, which is an 
increase of 2,196 barrels over that of the 
wells completed during June. The av- 
erage production of the wells was sev- 
enteen and one-fifth barrels, while that 
of the June wells was a little over six- 
teen barrels. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
676, showing an increase of ninety-six. 
The number of rigs in course of erection 
415, which a decrease of 
twenty-seven and makes the total in- 
crease of new work under way sixty- 
nine wells. 
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THE MARKET FOR SPIRITS 
TURPENTINE. 


The course of the market for spirits 
of turpentine this season has not been 
altogether different from that which it 
followed during the corresponding 
months last year, although the influ- 
ences at work upon the market have 
been quite dissimilar. A year ago an 
effort was begun early in the season in 
the form of an agreement among fac- 
tors at the South, to give the market 
an artificial strength, and this was so 
far successful that prices were run up 
somewhat during the early Summer 
months in the face of heavy receipts 
and a light demand. The course of 
prices on the Ist and 15th of each 
month, from April to August, last year, 
is shown by the annexed table, and for 
the purpose of comparison we have also 
included this year’s figures. The prices 
given cover the range for regulars and 
machines at this port:

Starting on a higher basis of values 
this year, under the stimulus of a very 
fair demand and somewhat retarded re- 
ceipts, the market has made very much 
wider fluctuations than last year, and 
had rapidly declined to about as low a 
basis as was reached last year, with 
less chances for a recovery than ap- 
peared at that time. It will be remem- 
bered that about this time in 1897 the 
leading export company took a hand 
at sustaining the market, and during 
the Fall months succeeded in putting 
prices on a higher level than they had 
occupied for any length of time for ten 
years previously. It is true that this 
level had to be maintained by the exer-

SHIFTING RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
THE MISTAKES OF RETAIL 
DRUGGISTS. 


An important case was lately 
cluded in the English courts, on an ap- 
peal from the decision of the Can- 
adian courts, in which an_ effort 
was made to fix upon a jobbing house 
the responsibility for the death of a 
woman to whom antimony had been 
dispensed in the place of bismuth. The 
retail druggist, by whom the medicine 
was dispensed, seems to have shown 
that the error in the first instance was 
committed by the wholesaler who sent 
him the antimony instead of bismuth, 
and the suit instituted by the family 
of the victim was against the jobber. 
Unfortunately, by reason of certain le- 
gal technicalities, the case never reached 
a satisfactory conclusion, so far as 
establishing the law is concerned. Dam- 
ages were awarded the plaintiff in the 
first trial of the suit, but upon its being 
reviewed he lost his case upon the 
ground that there was insufficient proof 
of death having resulted from the de- 
fendants’ negligence. The important 
question of defendants’ responsibility 
was, therefore, not passed upon by the 
higher tribunal. It is impossible in the 
absence of a complete report of the evi- 
dence to know how clearly the whole- 
saler’s negligence was proven, but pre- 
sumably it was established beyond 
much question. Such being the case, it 
is a reasonable assumption that he 
would be held legally responsible for 
the consequences, is none the

less difficult to understand how the re- 
tailer could be excused from accoun- 
tability. The legal qualifications of an 
apothecary, wherever a pharmacy law 
exists, indicate the measure of responsi- 
bility which he assumes toward the 
public. Between the blunders of doc- 
tors on the one side and the possibility 
of errors on the part of manufacturers 
and jobbers on the other, his position is 
a trying one, but he is expected to stand 
as a sort of protecting bulwark between 
the public and the two classes named, 
and he would be held to some measure 
of legal accountability for errors of 
.their’s which proper caution on his part 
might have discovered. It seldom oc- 
‘eurs that evidence of error on the part 
of a manufacturer or jobber is suffi- 
ciently conclusive to exonerate the re- 
tailer, and it is oftener found that his 
efforts to shift the responsibility on to 
them are not well grounded. At the

The Commissioners of Agriculture

4% per cent. of acidity nor “less than 
2 per cent. of cider vinegar solids on 
full evaporation over boiling water.” 
A judgment given on the trial in favor 
of the defendant has been affirmed by 
the Second Appellate Division.

The French Perfumers’ Syndicate 
some time since offered a prize of $10,- 
000 (50,000f.) for the best process for the 
“denaturement” (methylation) of alco- 
hol for perfumery purposes, They 
sought an inexpensive and easy method 
which would not change the taste, 
smell or color of the liquid, would not 
render it harmful or poisonous, was de- 
void of chemical action upon alcohol or 
perfumes, might be suitable for tooth 
washes, but would defeat attempts at 
purification for drinking purposes, and 
would satisfy the excise in this respect. 
Twenty-one samples were sent in by 
the date fixed (June 21) from the 
French chemists, to whom alone the 
competition was open; but it is not sur- 
prising to learn that as yet no award 
has been made,

been formed and registered with a cap- 
ital of £35,000, consisting of £25,000 in 
5 per cent. cumulative preference shares 
and £10,000 in ordinary shares, to take 
over the business hitherto carried on 
by Mr. Thomas Tyrer under the style 
of Thomas Tyrer & Co., at the Stirling 
Chemical Works, Stratford, Essex, 
England, and to engage in the business 
of manufacturing pharmaceutical and 
operative chemists.

P. Kendall as the incorporators, The 
company proposes to establish a plant 
for the manufacture of cottonseed oil 
and other products from cottonseed. 
The organization of the company is 
practically complete and the mill will 
be built, but just where the promoters 
have not definitely determined. 


Fire started the night of Aug. 6 in the 
big plaster mill of J. B, King & Co., on 
the shore of the Kill von Kull at New 
Brighton, Staten Island. The blaze 
started in the drying room on the fourth 
floor. It was discovered by the watch- 
man and an alarm was sounded. The 
fire quickly broke through the roof and 
a call was sent for the fireboat. The 
local firemen, aided by fire apparatus 
in the building, succeeded in getting the 
blaze under control after an hour’s hard 
work. The damage to the building will 
amount to only a few thousand dollars, 
but the three floors below were filled 
with finished plaster, and the damage 
to the stock by water will reach nearly 
$100,000. 


The French Consul-General at this 
port, M. Edmund Bruwaert, has made 
the following statement which is of 
interest to lead exporters engaged in 
trade with France: “As Spain has 
decided that on and after July 1, 1898, 
an export duty of 5 per cent. should 
be exacted from silver-bearing lead 
leaving the country, an act of the 
French Legislature of March 3 makes 
it imperative that a countervailing 
duty of 30 per cent. per 100 kilos (220 
pounds) be exacted from Spanish lead 
not silver-bearing coming into France. 
Importers of lead not silver-bearing of 


any other country but Spain into 
France must, in order to avoid the 
countervailing taxatfon, show by a 


certificate of origin, to be delivered by 
French Consuls at the port of ship- 
ment, that the goods do not directly or 
indirectly come from Spain. No new 
duty has been collected since Aug. 1. 
Nearly 200,000,000 pounds of lead are 
yearly shipped from the United States 
to France.” 


The accounts of the Gas Light and 
Coke Company, of London, England, 
for the past half year show a credit 
balance of £414,591, out of which the 
directors recommend a dividend at the 
statutory rate of 12% per cent. per an- 
num. In view of the depletion of the 
reserve fund and of the large reduction 
in the quantity of gas sold in the 
month of January, the directors raised 
the price of gas from 2s. 10d. to 3s. per 
1,000 cubic feet, as from April 1 last. 
Upon the motion of Mr. Cohen, the 
member for East Islington, the House 
of Commons has resolved: “That a 
select committee be appointed to in- 
quire into the powers of charge con- 
ferred by Parliament on the Metro- 
politan Gas Companies, and to report 
as to the method in which those powers 
have been exercised, having regard to 
the differences of price charged by the 
various companies."’ The directors wel- 
come the proposed inquiry, the result of 
which, they feel assured, will be the re- 
moval of those misconceptions which at 
present exist.

In the Garvin district, Butler county, 
the Associated Producers have drilled 
in a test well on the Mathew Graham 
farm and have a duster. 


Northwest of the Hendershot pool, in 
Wood.county, the South Penn Oil Com- 
pany has drilled in a test well on the 
Alleman farm and will have a producer 
good for 100 barrels a day. 


Soltsein states that the samples of 
liquid petroleum which he has examined 
are not, as is often stated, optically in- 
active. Their optical activity for 100 
mm, varies from + 5° to + 8°.—Apothe- 
ker Zeitung. 


North of Cairo, Ritchie county, on 
Bug Run, Grant district, the South 
Penn Oil Company has drilled in its No. 
5 on the Frederick Miller farm and will 
have a 25-barrel producer from the Big 
Injun formation. 


In Wetzel county the South Penn 
Company’s No. 2 on the Batson farm is 
making 400 barrels a day, an increase 
of 200 barrels over the first day’s gauge. 
This well, and the No. 3 on the 
same farm, show a very rich spot in 
the Big Injun sand. No. 3, drilled in 
some time since, is still making more 
than 500 barrels a day, and was the

T. Ross & Co. have 
it is reported, drilled in their test well 
on the Lightner farm, near Nineveh, 
and have a duster. This well is lo- 
cated in what might be designated as 
wildcat territory. 


In Grant district, Ritchie county, the 
Paova Oil Company has completed a 
test well on the J. Adams farm, located 
on Big Island Run, and has a duster. 
On the south fork of Hughes River, 
Murphy District, De Golia & Co. have 
completed a well on the Golden farm 
and have a duster, 


In the Bridgeville territory, the Man- 
ufacturers’ Gas Company has drilled 
its No. 1 Hanna heirs’ farm, south of 
developments, into the fourth sand, and 
has a producer good for 40 barrels a 
day. This was a surprise, since the gas 
company drilled the well. for gas, and 
was not looking for an oil well. 


South of Stringtown, in the deep sand 
territory in Tyler county, the South 
Penn has completed No. 3 on the Enoch 
McIntyre farm, and has a 50-barrel pro- 
ducer. In the same development No. 
12 Jasper Lemasters has been drilled in 
and is showing for a light well. In 
Wetzel county, the same company has 
completed No. 3 M. J. Robbins and has 
a duster. 

In Ritchie county, West Virginia, 
Ira De Witt has drilled in his well on 
teh T. E. Davis farm, located at the 
“Goose neck’’ on the north fork of 
Hughes River, near Harrisville, Union 
district, and will have a 25-barrel pro- 
ducer from the Big Injun sand. This 


well is practically a wildcat, and its 
size, if as good as reported, gives it 
some prestige. 

In the Hendershot pool, in Wood 


county, some new work is starting to 
the west of developments. The United 
States Oil Company has completed and 
shot its No. 5 on the J. Masters farm, 
and has a light producer. The Ernest 
Oil Company has completed a test well 
on the Ganglow farm and has a _ pro- 
ducer good for 50 barrels a day from the 
Berea formation. 


The British Consul at Gothenburg, 
Sweden, reports: ‘“‘The consumption of 
petroleum has increased about 25 per 
cent. This, however, will not account 
for the increased quantities imported, 
which are dependent on the enlargement 
of the Gothenburg trading district, and 
also by the formation of a company for 
the import of American oils. Russian 
oils are also imported, but are chlefiy 
used for mixing purposes.” ° 


Near Harrisville, on the north fork of 
Hughes River, Ira Dewitt’s test well, on 
the T. E. Davis farm, is making 23 bar- 
rels a day natural. On the south fork 
of the same river, Murphy District, the 
Sill Oil Company has shot its test on the 
Fred Lemon farm and has a 10-barrel 
pumper. Eagan & Murphy got a fair 
producer at their test well on the W. 
Clark farm, on Elm Run. It is making 
20 barrels a day from the salt sand. 


The South Penn Oil Company has 
drilled its wildcat on the George McVey 
farm, located two miles south and east 
of the Emma Woods gusher, through 
the sand and has a duster. The loca- 
tion of this well is far in advance of 
the Bristoria producing wells, but if 
the pool is to have an extension this 
well was considered on a_ good line. 
With the No. 2 Emma Woods only a 
fair producer and No. 2 W. M. Perry 
small and the McVey dry, it is 
quite evident that some other course 
must be tested for an extension. 


The Manufacturers’ Gas Company’s 
well on the Hanna farm, in advance of 
the “‘Lickskillet’” pool, near Bridge- 
ville, was drilled into the fourth sand, 
and as an oil producer is a failure. This 
well was drilled in last Monday evening 
and made quite a showing, attracting 
the attention of a large number of oil 
men. Some of the boomers placed its 
production at 400 barrels a day. The 
well has a good gas pressure, and when 
drilled deeper the oil dried up and has 
not made anything since Tuesday morn- 
ing, when it made a four-barrel flew. 


A few years ago there was a big en- 
terprise run in Nacogdoches county, 
Tex., in the way of developing the pe- 
troleum oil interests or mines, by a reg- 
ularly organized company of capitalists. 
There are extensive fields in the eastern 
and southern sections where indica- 
tions show that the earth contains large 
quantities of oil. Many thousands of 
dollars were spent in experiments and 
practical mining, but the business was 
finally abandoned. The nunmmrous wells 
were left and the machinery and miles 
of piping have nearly all disappeared. 
But now comes a new company pro- 
posing to work up the business,

Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ Con- 
vention. 


The second annual convention of the 
Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ Association 
was held at Galveston on the 5th and 
6th, as briefly noted in a_ special 
telegram from that city in our last 
issue. The convention was largely at- 
tended by the representatives of the 
ninety-five mills in Texas, the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma, President H, 
L. Scales of Corsicana presided, but 
presented no annual address beyond a 
few remarks upon the objects of the 
association and its work during the 
past year. 

The first day’s session was given over 
to routine work, and the reading of re- 
ports and appointment of a number of 
special committees. 

The session on Saturday was an ex- 
tended one and a great deal of work 
was accomplished, as is shown by the 
following detailed report, for which we 
are indebted to the reporter of the Gal- 
veston News, who was present 
throughout the meeting. 

The most important report was that 
of the special committee appointed to 
draft letters to the Galveston Wharf 
Company and to the railroad lines ter- 
minating at Galveston, with reference 
to the terminal charges on cottonseed 
products which are exported through 
this port, 

In the letter to the Wharf Company 
the association suggests that 20 cents a 
hundred, the present rate of wharfage 
dn cottonseed products, is too high, and 
that they believe the old rate of 15 cents 
a hundred, which prevailed before last 


season, ought to be restored. 





As to the railroad companies, they 
notified the cottonseed crushers a few 
weeks ago that they would no longer 
absorb wharfage nor pay for unloading 
the products at Galveston, The wharf- 
age is 20 cents a ton, and the average 
unloading charge is $2.25 a car. So this 
charge made by the railroads amounts 
to something over 30 cents a ton. The 
Houston Direct Navigation Company 
also gave a similar notice, and _ the 
crushers say it means that there will no 
longer be any advantage in loading in 
the stream. ; 


Following is a copy of the notice giv- 
en by the Gulf Colorado & Santa Fe: 
Galveston, Houston & Henderson: In- 
ternational & Great Northern: Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, and Galveston. 
La Porte & Houston Railways to their 
agents and connections: 


“To Agents and Connections: Taking 
effect Aug. 1, 1898, the following rules 
will govern the handling of cottonseed 
products for export to and through the 
port of Galveston. 

“1. Shipments covered by local bills 
of lading to Galveston will be placed in 
cars at such place of delivery on wharf 
tracks as may be set apart for the pur- 
pose. Cars must then be unloaded by 
consignees or at their expense, it being 
understood that if the unloading is left 
to railroads the actual cost of same, 
which is now approximately $2.25 per 
car, will be assessed and collected in 
addition to the inland freight, 


“2. On shipments covered by through 
bills of lading one-half cent per 100 
pounds will be added to through freight 
rate to cover cost of unloading at Gal- 
veston. 

“3. Galveston wharfage will not be 
paid out of the inland rate, whether the 
shipments are covered by through or lo- 
cal bills of lading. If covered by 
through bills of lading, said charge 
will be added to the combination of in- 
land and ocean rates in computing 
through rates. 

“4. Through bills of lading for export 
cottonseed products will not be given or 
recognized except in connection with 
those ships or lines whose agents will 
guarantee in writing to pay demurrage 
in the event cars are not released within 
free time allowed, on the same basis as 
that applying to shipments covered by 
local bills of lading. (Note—Free time 
allowed under present car service rules 
is tem days after notice of arrival, de- 
murrage for time in excess of ten days 
being $1 per car per day.) 

“Connecting lines are requested to 
make provision for compliance with the 
foregoing when forwarding shipments, 
and agents are directed to communicate 
the contents hereof to all shippers and 
other parties interested. 


“Issued Dallas, Tex., July 17, 1898.” 

The communication which the com- 
mittee drafted to the railroads stated 
that it was the sense of the association 
that the railroads could afford to con- 
tinue absorbing the terminal charges, 
as the rates of transportation allowed 
them by the railroad commission were 
very liberal. It states that at South 
Port and Westwego (both under the 
jurisdiction of New Orleans) the total 
charge for unloading is but 8 cents a 
ton, and there is no charge for wharf- 
age. They say they prefer to continue 
doing business through Galveston, but 
they remind the railroads that there 
are other ports, and that they will be 
compelled to use the one offering the 
lowest charges, as the margin upon 
which the mills do business is very 
small. They say that they will 
doubtless have to use the tracks of the 
Galveston lines in some instances in 
shipping through New Orleans, but in 
none of these instances will the Gal- 
veston lines get as long a haul as if 
they made it possible to ship the freight 
through this port. They ask the rail- 
roads to recede from their position and 
to reinstate the arrangements which 
have prevailed heretofore. 


Upon the conclusion of the reading 
of the report, Mr. Max BHichenberg of 
Galveston, an exporter of cottonseed 
products, was permitted to address the 
association. He said the railroads 
could well afford to pay the wharfage 
and unloading charges, as the railroad 
commission allows them a most liberal 
rate. He said the rate on cottonseed 
products from points east of the Mis- 
sissippi River to New Orleans was $2 
a long ton, while from Texas points an 
equal distance from Galveston the rate 
is about $3.80 a ton. The Texas rail- 
roads charge 1714 cents a hundred from 
Texas common points to Galveston, 
while they haul the products of Ar- 
kansas mills, a greater distance to 
Galveston, for 15 cents a hundred. Mr. 
Eichenberg charged that some of the 
ship brokers of Galveston had an 
agreement with the wharf company 
which was not to the interest of the 





































oil mill men of Texas, as it cut off any 
advantage in loading in the stream. 

The president and secretary were in- 
structed to sign the letters and forward 
them to their respective addresses. The 
association declined to permit the pub- 
lication of the letters till the originals 
had been delivered, saying it would not 
be courteous to do so. The committee 
having charge of this matter is com- 
posed of J. A. Martin, P. G. Claiborne, 
F. C, Collier, R. K. Erwin and M. M. 
Pittman. 

A resolution was adopted thanking 
President Scales and Secretary Gibson 
for the able manner in which they had 
discharged the duties of their respec- 
tive positions. 

Mr. J. W. Allison of Ennis was 
forced into the presidency. He is a 
new member, and he protested that the 
office should go to some one who had 
been in the ranks longer, but the as- 
sociation unanimously disagreed with 
him, and Mr. Allison was placed at the 
helm. 

Mr. R. L. Heflin of Galveston tried to 
get the association not to re-elect him 
vice-president, but his wishes were ig- 
nored. 

Mr. Marion Sansom of Alvarado was 
elected treasurer. 

Mr. Robert Gibson of Dallas was re- 
elected secretary. 

Mr. Sullivan of San Antonio offered a 
resolution thanking Senator Horace 
Chilton and Congressman R. B. Haw- 
ley for their good work in securing the 
removal of certain barriers to the ship- 
ment of American cottonseed products 
to France. 

Mr. Scales suggested that the name 
of Senator Mills should be inserted, as 
he had had considerable correspondence 
upon the subject with the senior Sena- 
tor from Texas. Mr. Sullivan agreed, 
and the resolution was adopted. 

The thanks of the association were 
tendered Mr. Henry Toujouse for ten- 
dering the free use of the hall where 
the metings were held. 

Mr. R. K. Erwin of Waxahatchie said 
that the matter of dirt in cottonseed 
was getting to be very serious. Some- 
times there was as much as 5 to 10 per 
cent. of dirt. He suggested that the 
association should draw up an address 
warning ginners that the oil mills 
would have to take steps to protect 
themselves, and that this address be 
published in the Galveston-Dallas 
News and the Cotton Ginners’ Journal. 
“Why,” said he, “I am told that some- 
one has invented a machine to distrib- 
ute dirt through the seed to give it 
weight.’ (Laughter.) 

Mr. Sullivan said he believed the ma- 
jority of the ginners did not resort to 
such practices, and he did not believe 
in calling their attention to it through 
the News, as the innocent ones might 
go and do likewise. (Laughter.) While 
on the subject he said he had heard 
that some of the oil mill men mixed 
sand in their meal to give it weight, 
and then there was a laugh at the ex- 
pense of the crushers. 

Mr. Erwin said Mr. Sullivan was mis- 
taken if he thought the ginners were 
not already up to snuff. “Tney are 
the smartest people I ever saw,” said 
he. 

Two or three of the members made 
talks upon the subject. They said the 
cause of dirty seed was that a good 
many of the ginners used blowers to 
carry the seed away from the gin and 
the blast carried seed and dirt together 
into one pile. They said they believed 
some of the ginners used the draft sys- 
tem, instead of conveyors, in order to 
pile up a weight of dirt in the seed; but 
the consensus of opinion was that the 
best way to get at the matter was for 
each oil mill to adopt its own rules in 
regard to docking for dirt. 

Mr. A. R. McCullom of Waco, editor 
of the Ginners’ Journal, was present. 
He was invited to address the associa- 
tion. He said he thought the oil mill 
men could correct the dirty seed matter 
if they would go about it pleasantly and 
explain to the ginners what they must 
have. He had published several arti- 
cles in his paper on that subject. He 
said he was much gratified to attend a 
meeting of the crushers. There had 
been an impression among some of the 
farmers and ginners that the associa- 
tion was a trust, but he had sat all 
through the meeting and had not heard 
a word about prices. He said last fall 
five or six ginners complained to him 
that the oil mills in his section had en- 
tered into a combination to fix the price 
of seed. He made a thorough investi- 
gation, and when he got through he 
couldn’t understand how the mills could 
afford to pay as much as they were 
paying. It looked to him like they 
would lose $1 to $2 a ton on all the seed 
they were crushing, and he felt that 
they were to be complimented. 

Mr. MeCullom was elected an hon-

In 1854 the tools were re- 
moved from Brooklyn and used in the 
works of the National Plate Glass Com- 
pany, but failure overtook them in 1856, 
and the property, reverting to the orig- 
inal owners, was successfully operated 
until 1865, though their works and entire 
stock, on which there was no insurance, 
were totally destroyed by fire in 1862, 
the loss being set down at $25,000, which 
shows the dwarfish proportions of plant 
and stock as compared with the colossal 
plants of to-day. 


In 1865 the Lenox Plate Glass Com- 
pany was organized, and included be- 
sides William A. Phelps, Oliver Peck 
and James Collins, who were engaged in 
the iron business in Lenox, and had 
dabbled with window glass manufac- 
ture at a loss for two years, Theodore 
and James Roosevelt, of New York City. 
Nothing but rough plate having yet 
been made, $50,000, was paid for the 
patents used in marble polishing, but 
made a fatal mistake in going into the 
manufacture of cryolite, or as it was 
called, “hot cast porcelain’ glass,” 
which, in its polished state, was to take 
the place of marble, but though the 
company paid the Philadelphia owners 
of the patents $200,000, the venture, from 
the brittleness of the glass, its large 
breakage, primitive annealing process, 
and the too great cost of “softening”’ 
down the metal with lead, proved a dead 
failure, and in 1871 the company became 
insolvent, though some rough plate has 
been made in the works with more or 
less extended interruptions until this 
day.

THE NEW PRESIDENT. 
Mr. Joseph W. Allison, who was elect- 
ed president, is well known in the cot- 
tonseed industry and to the oil trade of 
the entire country.

The new era of the plate glass industry 
dates from the location of Capt. Ford 
at what was known as Hite’s Station, 
now knowfi as Creighton, in 1883, and 
in Tarentum in 1885, and at last, the 
immense works at Ford City. It must 
be remembered that the failure of most 
of the plants previously established 
was in a large part attributed to the 
scarcity of cheap grinding sand and 
fuel, both of which were abundant in 
Pennsylvania. It was the immense veins

When it is considered that the plate 
glass industry of France dates back to 
1688, and that as late as 1880, after the 
lapse of nearly 300 years, all the glass 
making countries of Europe, according 
to the best estimates, only produced 
22,000,000 square feet per annum, and 
that the United States has accomplished 
as much in a brief third, as all Europe 
has in three centuries, the men who are 
yet alive, and laid the foundation for 
the establishment of an industry in 
which we bid fair to excel the world, 
have certainly good reasons to be proud 
of their life’s work, and deserve a fore- 
most place among the industrial cap- 
tains of our century.—National Glass

With the 
horizon cleared of warclouds, buyers 
are going ahead making arrangements 
for their future with greater confidence 
than they could command a week ago, 
when everything was in doubt. It is 
true, few, if any, orders have yet been 
placed for forward delivery, but there 
is more inquiry and the fall trade in 
paints and colors promises to come up 
to the average at least. During the 
week there have been no price changes 
of consequence in any line, but a better 
feeling obtains and prices generally are 
steady. The movement in white lead 
through contract deliveries is quite 
free and business is reported to be 
much better than at this season last 
year. 

White Lead, Zine, Ete.. 


WHITE LEAD.—With all the talk of 
dull times, the contract deliveries of 
both dry lead and lead in oil for July 
were far in excess of those the same 
month last year, and so far August is 
ahead of that month last season, so far 
as deliveries on contract are concerned. 
There is some talk around the trade of 
a possible advance in the near future 
in the lead products, but those in a po- 
sition to know say there is no imme- 
diate prospect of it being done, though 
it is barely possible that should pig 
lead continue on its upward course, 
prices may be advanced, especially if 
the demand for the lead products should 
continue to show improvement, which 
is held not to be improbable, as the 
indications are that a large business 
will be done this fall, not only in paints 
but in all lines of trade, resulting from 
an early settlement of the war compli- 
eations, thus opening up a new outlet 
for general merchandise. The only dis- 
turbing influence in the paint trade is 
the unsettled condition of the linseed 
oil market, and until there more 
harmony among the crushers, resulting 
in steadier prices, grinders will be con- 
servative in their purchases of dry lead. 
Even now they are not increasing their 
contract deliveries except in exception- 
al cases. Reports from the West indi- 
cate a general improvement in both dry 
and lead in oil. In this section the trade 
does not feel the effects of this im- 
provement until several weeks later, 
though the past summer trade has been 
better here than at the West. Late for- 
eign advices report a strong and ad- 
vancing market for all the lead prod- 
ucts. So far, however, agents have 
made no change in their quotations of

Stamp Tax Decisions 


Washington, Aug. 12, 1898. 

From correspondence received here 
during the past week lt is learned that 
the leading manufacturers of pharma- 
ceutical preparations have decided to 
make no further concerted contest be- 
fore the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue for the purpose of securing wider 
latitude in advertising unstamped 
medicinal preparations. This should 
not be taken to mean, however, that 
they propose to accept without question 
(he department’s views as expressed in 
he elaborate circular, No. 501, the text 
of which was printed in these dis- 
patches several weeks ago. 

One large Western firm of manufac- 
turers has decided to adopt a policy of 
its own that will no doubt result in a 
clash with the Treasury officials, and 
subsequently in a more or less far- 
reaching decision of the courts as to 
ihe validity of the Commissioner’s rul- 
ings. This firm proposes to take the

fact. In the enormous pressure for early 
decisions the officials of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau have found themselves 
forced to settle off hand many impor- 
tant cases, and as it is the policy of the 
department to resolve all doubts in fa- 
vor of the Government, many manufac- 
turers have been directed to stamp prod- 
ucts which must ultimately be permitted 
to go free. A significant case in point 
has just been decided by the Commis- 
sioner in a ruling which revokes a de- 
cision made almost immediately after 
the new law took effect. It was then 
determined that sheep dip was taxable 
under the clause requiring the stamping 
of ‘remedies of specifics for any disease, 
diseases or affection whatever affecting 
the human or animal body.” Protests 
against the payment of this tax have 
reached the bureau from all large sheep 
raising sections, as well as from manu- 
facturing centers where the dips are 
produced. The Coémmissioner’s ruling in 
the case being adverse, these goods have 
been stamped under protest. Recently 
the subject was taken up by _ several 
Western Senators, and, after further in- 
vestigation, the Commissioner revoked 
his former ruling in the following letter 
addressed to the attorneys for a promi- 
nent manufacturing firm: 

“T have to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the ist instant, raising consid- 
eration of the question whether sheep 
dip, a preparation used in the raising of 
sheep, is taxable as a remedy for ani- 
mals under Schedule B of the act of 
June 12, 1898, or is to be classed as an 
insecticide. 

“The voluminous evidence submitted 
has been carefully examined. This office 
has heretofore ruled that as sheep dip 
was recommended as a cure for scab, a 
disease to which sheep are subject, that 
it must be stamped under the law. 

“This office has been much impressed 
with the statement in the letter of Hon. 
Lee Mantle, United States Senator, sub- 
mitted by you, which is as follows: 

“ There can, of course, be no question 
but that scab is a disease of sheep. At 
the same time it must be borne in mind 
that the use of this dip is absolutely 
necessary to the growing of wool; in 
fact, sheep cannot be profitably grown 
where they are kept in large flocks or 
herds without its constant and regular 
use. It has become, in fact, a part of 
the business of wool growing, while its 
use is made compulsory by quarantine 
regulations at all the public stock 
yards in the country. 

**It was in recognition of these facts 
that Congress exempted sheep dip from 
duty under the provisions of the tariff 
law enacted last year. * * * Further 
than this, I may add that in my opin- 
ion it was not the intention of Congress 
that sheep dip should be taxed under

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Arrangements are being made by cer- 
tain manufacturers of so-called medic- 
inal wines to test the question as to 
whether they are taxable as wines or 
medicines. Whether this contest will 
be made through a prosecution to be in- 
stituted by the Commissioner after fail- | 
ure to pay the higher tax on these goods 
which is proviaed for medicines, or 
whether the goods will be stamped as 
medicines and a refund claim brought 
to recover the difference alleged to be 
due, has not yet been decided. An im- 
portant question is at issue in this mat- 
ter, namely, as to the exact definition 
of a wine. The manufacturers contend 
for a broad definition, which the bureau 
officials suggest would include all kinds 
of cordials, and even bitters. There is 
a strong disposition in the bureau to 
hold that only such articles are entitled 
to the lower rates provided in the wine 
schedule as are the direct product of the 
fermentation of their own ingredients. 
Such a definition would exclude all arti- 
cles in which the spirits contained 
therein are mechanically added. The 
question is an important one, for the 
reason that comparatively small pack- 
ages of certain of these wines retail at 
high prices, while the tax on wines is 
only two cents per quart, regardless of 
the retail price. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue has made a ruling of importance 
to handlers of chewing gum, holding 
that it is illegal to retail same except 
from the original stamp package, the 
only concession from this ruling being 
made in the case of the familiar auto- 
matic vending machine. This ruling is 
contained in the following letter to the 
Collector of the Louisville, Ky., district: 

“This office has received a letter dated 
the 4th instant from the Colgan Gum 
Co., Louisville, in which they ask 
whether chewing gum can be removed 
by retail dealers from the original 
stamped package and placed in a show- 
ease provided for that purpose. They 
also ask whether samples of chewing 
gum for salesmen or for free distribu- 
tion can be sent from the factory with- 













































Cockrell also give evidence of the same 


nature. 
“In view of the above testimony, I 


have concluded to revoke my decision 
heretofore given in regard to the taxa- 
bility of this manufacture, and to rule 
that although the preparation may be 
used as 4 remedy for sheep scab after 
it has béen devéloped, its primary use 
is as an insecticide to kill insects and 
parasites béfore the sheep become dis- 
eased, and, therefore, it is not taxable 
under the internal revenue laws.” 

It follows, as a matter of cdursé, that 
all manufacturers and importers who 
have paid taxes on sheep dip since the 
new act took effect, and prior to the 
Commissioner’s latest ruling, will have 
a claim against the Government for the 
amount of such taxes, which they may 
recover ‘by suits brought in the Court of 
Claims. Similar claims will lie in all 
cases where the Commissioner’s rulings 
levy taxes and are subsequently re- 
voked. 

The question as to the taxability of 
suppositories, which was referred to in 
these dispatches last weeek, has been 
settled by the Internal Revenue Bureau 
in the affirmative. The contention of 
the manufacturers raising the point 
was that these articles were in a sense 
mechanical appliances which the Com- 
missioner had decided did not require 
stamping. The bureau, however, took 
the view foreshadowed in these dis- 
patches last week that the goods were 
composed wholly of medicaments and 
were wholly consumed in the course of 
their application. The bureau holds 
with reference to mechanical appliances 
that they must be separate and distinct 
from the remedies which they may be 
used to apply. The combination of the 
mechanical appliance with the remedy 
in the administration of which the rem- 
edy is consumed and the appliance ren- 
dered useless, would be held to be 
stampable. 

An important question has been 
raised before the Commissioner by Wm. 
B. King, counsel for Henry K. Wom- 
pole & Co. of Philadelphia. This firm 
manufactures a product sold under the 











































title of ‘“‘Pulverous Pills,” the 
thereon reading as follows:

The bureau has not yet ren- 
dered a decision in this case, which is 
regarded as of much importance in that 
it represents a large class of similar 
claims, 

An interesting question has been 
raised, which, however, promises to be 
decided adversely to the manufacturers, 


and which relates to the question of 


trade marks. The Commissioner has 
been asked to rule as to whether arti- 
cles bearing a general firm trade mark, 
but which are not themselves trade 
marked nor patented, may be sold with- 
out stamping the same. It is pointed 
out that the bureau permits the name 
of the manufacturer to be printed on 
the label, and it is contended that a firm 
trade mark is nothing more or less than 
a substitute for the firm’s name. It is 
conceded that, if the trade mark consti- 
tuted any special protection to the arti- 
cle, it would not be permissible to em- 
ploy it without stamping the goods cov- 
ered. The bureau has taken this mat- 
ter under advisement, but has already 
intimated that the law is so specific on 
this subject, requiring to be stamped 
all articles “prepared, uttered, vended 
or exposed for sale under any letters 
patent or trade mark,” that it will not 
be possible to render a favorable de- 
cision.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Drawback on Lead. 
Washington, Aug. 12, 1898. 

Assistant Secretary Howell, after 
careful examination of the opinion re- 
cently rendered by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral concerning the allowance of draw- 
back of duty paid on imported materials 
not capable of identification by ocular 
examination or chemical analysis, has 
decided to accept the principle laid 
down therein for the guidance of the 
department. It will be remembered 
that this question was raised regarding 
the claim of the Kansas City Smelting 
& Refining Company to drawback of 
duty paid on certain lead ore used in 
combination with domestic ore in the 
production of pig lead for export. As 
no difference was discernible to the eye 
these claims were disallowed, the Attor- 
ney-General under the last Administra- 
tion holding that they could not legally 
be paid. The Attorney-General now in 
office recently reversed this decision of 
his predecessor, and Secretary Howell 
has indicated the department’s intention 
to adopt this principle in the following 
letter to the Surveyor of Customs at 
Kansas City: 

“Referring to previous correspond- 
ence, and particularly to the letters of 
your predecessor, dated respectively 
Feb. 12 and Nov. 16, 1894, relative to 
certain claims of the Consolidated Kan- 
sas City Smelting & Refining Com- 
pany for drawback on pig lead produced 
from a combination of imported and do- 
mestic lead-bearing ores, I inclose here- 
with a copy of an opinion rendered by 
the Attorney-General, under date of 
July 13, 1898, to the effect that the first 
proviso of Section 29 of the act of July 
24, 1897, constitutes no bar to the al- 
lowance of drawback on such lead. 

“You are, therefore, hereby authorized 
to resume the liquidation of drawback 
entries covering such lead, in accordance 
with the general and special regulations 
applicable thereto, viz.: Customs Reg- 
ulations of 1892, Articles 763 et seq. and 
S. S. 12,497 and 17,355. Decisions S. S. 
15,766 and 17,880 are hereby revoked.”

LINSEED OIL.—In spite of the bet- 
ter tone prevailing at the time of our 
last report, the irregularities in price 
resulting from the offerings of two or 
three out-of-town concerns continued, 
and on Wednesday city crushers met 
the situation by a reduction of 2c. At 
the same time seed broke, but this had 
no influence in fixing the change in 
price. Neither of these conditions, 
however, seems tc have increased the 
offerings of cheap oil, and while there 
have been a few sales made during the 
past 10 days at 30c. or below, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to find anything now 
at less than 31@32c. There is not much 
disposition shown by crushers to enter 
into contracts for forward delivery, ex- 
cept at prices which are above buyers’ 
views. At the close the seed market 
is again a trifle easier, although at the 
present price of cake it is still above 
the parity of oil, and will have to de- 
cline several cents a bushel before any 
further reduction on oil is warranted 
by the cost. We note city 33@34c. for 
raw, and 35@386c. for boiled. 

COTTONSEED, REFINED. — The 
week opened with every indication that 
the long looked for ‘‘boom” in cotton 
oil had at last arrived. Lard started 
with a bound upward. Tallow and other 
greases were all doing better under an 
improved demand, both for export and 
for home consumption. War was over 
and compound refiners were jubilant 
over the prospects of a large demand 
for their products for Cuba, which 
would be reflected in the increased de- 
mand for cotton oil. Alas, how all these 
visions of prosperous times vanish like 
the “morning dew.’’ For later in the 
week lard started on one of its peculiar 
scouting trip, having for its object a 
5e. rather than a 6c. market in view. 
It is strange what a fascination low 
prices have for this article. With all 
these disturbing influences cotton oil 
maintained its usual serene position 
regardless of the unsettled condition 
of other kindred greases. Reports re- 
garding the new crop, as usual, are 
more or less conflicting. From Texas it 
is reported that worms have cut short 
the cotton in southwest Texas one-third 
and are appearing in spots in North 
Texas. It is estimated that the worms 
now threaten about one-half the 
State. If the ravages can be stopped in 
the next few days the effect on the to- 
tal crop of the State will be compara- 
tively small. All other indications 
point to an enormous crop, equaling or 
exceeding the monster crop of 1893, 
when Texas produced 3,300,000 bales. 
Continued rains in the Atlantic belt and 
the valley may delay the crop, and by 
some it is predicted that it will cause 
not only high prices for seed, but the 
quality of new oi] may not be as good 
as expected. The most alarming news 
to contemplate is that which states that 
the fever has broken out in lower Lou- 
isiana. From now on to October is the 
period most to be dreaded in the fever 
districts. It is to be hoped, however, 
that the cotton belt is to be spared this 
affliction, and that business, which has 
given such promise of an exceptionally 
good season to the oil trade, may yet 
be fully realized. There has been con- 
siderable oil sold in New Orleans for 
export during August, September and 
October, at what are considered fairly 
good prices. There has been more or 
less inquiry for new crude and we note 
the sale of 5,000 bbls, of Texas for Sep- 
tember at l5c. loose f. o. b. mills. For 
October they are bidding l4c., which 
appears to be about the price that the 
season will open in that section. The 
demand in this section for oil, either 
for home trade or for export, has been 
unusually slow, and while 24c. is gener- 
ally asked for a choice quality of sum- 
mer yellow, there have been sales of a 
nearly prime quality at 23%c., and this 
is about the market at the close. For 
white oil there is not much call, but 
for winter yellow the demand is some- 
what better, with sales of several round 
lots at 28@28%c. On another page of 
this issue will be found the report of 
the Texas crushers’ meeting recently 
held at Galveston, at which matters 
of interest to the oil trade were dis- 
cussed; The sales reported comprise 
500 bbi&. soap stock at %c. f. o. b. mill; 
500 bbls. summer yellow at 23%c.; 150 
bbls. choice yellow at 24c. f. 0. b.; 750 
bbls. prime yellow at 23%c.; 8,500 bbls. 
off yellow at 2ic. f. o. b. New Orleans; 
500 bbls. do. at 21%c.; 2,000 bbls, do. at 


21%c. f. o. b. New Orleans; 150 bbls. 
choice yellow at 23%c.; 1,150 bbls. win- 
ter yellow at 28@28%c., and 200 bbls. 
white oil at 26@27c., as to quality.

The Galician Petroleum Indastry. 


From an article on the Galician pe- 
troleum industry, by N. J. Pantjuchoff, 
published in a Russian paper, the fol- 


lowing extracts are taken: 


The systematical production of petro- 
leum in Galicia dates back to the 60s, 
when rich oil wells were discovered in 
the eastern part of that Austrian prov- 
ince. Later on, Central Galicia fur- 
nished the most productive wells, as at 
Boryslav and Drohobits, the feature of 
the oil produced here being its high 
eontents of paraffine. At the present 
time most of the Galician oil is pro- 


duced at Gorlice, Mariampol, Krosno, 


and Ustryki, situated in the western 
part. The Canadian drilling method, 
introduced by McGarvey, is now gen- 
erally in use. The oil industry in Gal- 
icia is protected on the part of the 
Austro-Hungarian government by high 
import duties and other privileges. The 
total production in 1896 amounted to 
289,100 tons, and almost covered the 


home consumption. The yield of the 
crude in illuminating oil ranges be- 
tween 50 and 60 per cent., but it could, 


if desired, certainly be increased to 65 
per cent. The price of illuminating oil 
in Austria depends upon or follows the 


price of the Russian distillate, which 
is imported from Batoum by way of 


Fiume. For the past year it has ruled 


rather steadily at $12 per barrel, at 


Vienna. This figure covers the cost of 


the crude material, but not the cost of 
refining, which, as also the profit, is 
covered by the sale of benzine and 
heavy distillates. The best appointed 
and largest refineries of Galicia are 
those at Djedits, Mariampol, and Pet- 
chenizyn. The latest apparatus for 
continuous distillation is in use here. 
As it is the chief desire to obtain the 
largest possible yield in illuminating oil, 
all the Galician refineries work with 
vertical still and very high (7 feet) 
condensers. In order to accomplish a 
disintegration that is as far reaching as 
possible, the condensers are provided 
with two drain pipes, one at the top, 


the other at the bottom, both being ar-|}- 


ranged in the immediate vicinity of the 
stills. The lower pipe can be shut off 
at will, so that the condensed vapor has 
to flow back into the still. The crude 
oil is worked up according to the fol- 
lowing schedule: All fractions from 
800 to 880 specific gravity are used for 
illuminating oil. Distillate running 
from 880 to 900 is again distilled, and 
afterward worked up to 10 per cent. of 
benzine, 10 per cent. of illuminating oil, 
30 per cent. of “mercantile” oil, which 
is a low grade of illuminating oil, and 
60 per cent. of lubricating oil. The 
principal petroleum products in the 
market are: “Parlor or Kaiser’ oil, 
specific gravity, 800 to 805, flash point, 
26 to 28 degrees C.; “Standard” pe- 
troleum, specific gravity, 805 to 815, 
flash point, 21 to 23 degrees, and mer- 
cantile oil, specific gravity, 820 to 830, 
flash point, 3 to 5 degrees. 

Galician crude oil is partly dark 
brown, partly light brown to orange in 
color. Its gravity in East Galicia is 
830 to 868, in Central Galicia, 844 to 
855, in West Galicia, 846 to 859. It gen- 
erally consists of parafines, with some 
naphthenes and phenols. The crude of 
West Galicia contains little paraffine, 
its composition being very similar to 
that of the Russian oil, and making it 
especially adapted for the manufacture 
of lubricating oil. The oil in the East 
is high in paraffine, and, therefore, less 
suited for lubricating purposes,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Aug. 13, 1898. 


There have been fewer wells com- 
pleted during the past week, and the 
results have, perhaps, been less satis- 
factory, as there have been quite a 
number of dry holes, wihle there have 
been fewer wells brought in showing 
above the average capacity. New work, 
however, is being prosecuted with 
vigor, and a better showing may be 
made for the current month than is at 
present indicated by the results of the 
past two weeks. The pipe line reports 
for July show a further large reduc- 
tion in stocks, the deliveries having 
been larger, while the receipts were 
smaller than during the month preced- 
ing. Unless there soon follows an in- 
crease of production the inroads on 
the stocks above ground may become 
serious, as the season of increased con- 
sumption is approaching. The total 
stocks now amount to a little more 
than 30,000,000 bblis., while at the open- 
ing of the year they were fully 33,500,- 
000 bbis., there having been a shrinkage 
during the past seven months of 3,500,- 
000 bbis., or an average of 500,000 bbls. 
per month. A continuance of this drain 
on stocks cannot result otherwise than 
in an afvance in prices, which will be 
hailed by the producers, though it may 
not be relished by refiners, dealers or 
consumers. There has been but little 
trading in certificates on the exchanges, 
and the bids and offers have varied lit- 
tle from the prices paid for credit bal- 
ances by the purchasing agencies. A 
synopsis of the last report of the prin- 
cipal lines is appended:

Clamp, screw 
or wire nail the pieces together as in 
Fig. I. Square them and mark the cen- | oil.

tool. This is done by sawing about an 
inch deep straight across the pieces at 
A. Then put the sides together again 
and bore with an augur the size of the 
shaft. The point of the augur will fol- 
low the track of the saw and keep 
straight. The bored box is shown in 
Fig. 2. The grease hole is shown at C 
in the sectional view in Fig. 3. My ex- 
perience has been that where wood 
boxes are made without regard to 
method, that the best of greases often 
fail to satisfy.

The melting vessels are made of cop- 
rails, so that the attendant if neces- 
sary 
greatest ease pull them away from the 
coal fire glowing underneath. He rolls 
his kettles on rails into the store, fills 
them with the quantity desired, cov- 
ers them with the copper lid and leads 
them back again over a fire place, of 
which there are three to six under one 
shed. 

In a kettle are placed about four gal- 
lons of gum and 1,500 to 2,000 kilos of 
one quality of varnish, which are at 
one time produced in different kettles, 
which finally go into a tub. During the 
melting the melter stirs incessantly and 
from time to time draws up the stirrer 
to see how far the dissolving has ad- 
vanced. The melting fires are supplied 
with air by means of a hose, from un- 
derneath. Melting accomplished, the 
operator draws the kettle from the fire, 
adds the requisite amount of oil pre- 
viously prepared, stirring well. Then 
he returns the kettle for a short time 
to the fire for the purpose of another 
intimate intermixture of both ingredi- 
ents, and finally rolls his kettles into a 
room in order to pass the oil of tur- 
pentine previously prepared in a suit- 
able vessel, through pipes, first slowly, 
then more rapidly, into the kettle for 
diluting purposes. Lastly follows the 
straining of the finished varnish and 
the conveying into the varnish tanks 
standing on masonry foundations, 
about two or three feet in height, of 
which there are two magazines each, 
four rows of 24, each holding 500 gal- 
lons. The storage of the finished mer- 
chandise takes four to eighteen months 
according to the value of the quality. 

(2) The magazine, in which the sup- 
plies for the dally manufacture are 
stored, measures 60 metres in length.

Kauri with Bombay, 
and, like with metallic compounds, eas- 
ier melting and greater hardness are 
said to be obtained thereby. Kaurb 
should not be melted up altogether, it 
will then remain lighter and besides 
does not mix with linseed oil, in an 
entirely liquid state. The melting vee- 
sels are cylindrical, open above, also. 
with condensation; the mass to be 
melted varies from 8 to 20 and 30 kilos. 
In a French factory an Englishman 
melted 75 kilos of copal at one time 
within one-half to three-quarters of an 
hour, although there was only one fur- 
nace, whose fire was passing under the 
kettle, for a number of vessels.—Wie- 
ner Drogisten Zeitung.

Latest Tariff Decisions. 
Mineral Red. 

The Board of General Appraisers 
handed down a decision on the protests 
of J. Cantor and Wm, A. Brown & Co, 
against the Collector at New York on 
importations of “mineral red.”” It was 
assessed for duty as a color at 30 per 
cent, under paragraph 58, act of July, 
1897, and was claimed to be dutiable as 





a chemical salt at 25 per cent., under 
paragraph 8 The article is the sul- 
phide or sulphuret of antimony. It is 
used as a vulcanizing agent in the man- 
ufacture of rubber to soften it where 
soft rubber is required, as in bottle 


stoppers, cushions for billiard tables, 
etc. While the antimony may impart 
a dull red color, the board held that 
the material is not used for its tincto- 
rial property, which, according to the 
testimony, is objectionable rather than 
otherwise. The board found upon the 
evidence that the merchandise was not 
a color, paint or pigment, and that it 
is a chemical salt. The protest was sus- 
tained. 


Olive Oil, 


On the protest of the Cromwell 
Steamship Company against the Col- 
lector at New York on an importation 
of olive oil, the Board of General Ap- 
praisers sustained the claim that it is 
exempt from duty under paragraph 626, 
Act of July, 1897. The merchandise in 
juestion is valued at less than 30 cents 
a gallon, and packed in second-hand pe- 
troleum tins. It was assessed for duty 
at 50 cents a gallon under paragraph 40 
of the present tariff. The price of the 
article and the style of package, the 
Board held, would indicate that it was 
not edible, and they found upon the tes- 
timony and upon the examination of 
samples that the merchandise was olive 
oi] fit only for manufacturing purposes.

Pepper Shells. 


F,. H. Leggett & Co, of New York im- 
ported pepper shells, which were as- 
sessed for duty on the ground that 
paragraph 287, act of 1897, contained 
more comprehensive provisions for 
spices than obtained under the corre- 
sponding paragraphs of previous tar- 
iffs. The Board of General Appraisers 
held that “paragraph 367 of the present 
tariff gives free administration to 
‘black or white pepper unground,’ as 
did paragraph 719 of the act of 1890 and 
paragraph 652 of the act of 1894, and we 
hold such enumeration is more specific 
than the provision of paragraph 287 for 
‘spices not specially provided for.’” 
The claim that the merchandise is ex- 
empt from duty under paragraph 667 
was sustained, 





Salol. 


Schieffelin & Co, of New York pro- 
tested against an assessment of duty 
on an importation of salol. The Board 
of General Appraisers found that the 
merchandise was a medicinal prepara- 
tion in the preparation of which alco- 
hol was used. It is, the board says, a 
coal tar preparation, but paragraph 15 
excepts medicinal preparations from 
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Sole Agents for America.

California Citric Acid Factory. 


General Manager Boal of the San 
Diego Land and Town Company said 
to-day that s.\eam was up at the com- 
pany's citric acid factory in Na- 
tional City, the first trial of the 
plant would given within a day or 
two, during which test three or four 
thousand boxes of culls would 
treated. The superintendent of the fac- 
tory Eldridge Baker, of Lawrence, 
Mass., of the most experienced 
chemists of the East, and the inventor 
of a number of successful chemical 
processes. The lemons will treated 
by a secret process, although it is un- 
derstood the factory will undertake to 
furnish the market with citric acid and 
with simple lemon juice. The present 
capacity of the factory is ten tons of 
lemons daily, but this output can be 
easily enlarged. It is estimated by the 
company that at least ten tons of fruit 
can be handled daily throughout the 
year, and that the supply of culls will, 
at certain seasons, exceed this amount. 
The factory consists of a_ two-story 
building 50x114 feet. In the second story 
the tanks and much of the acid making 
machinery have been located.—San 
Diego (Cal.)

Oxidized Oils, 


The property possessed by most oils 
and fats to undergo changes in the air, 
a number of them forming solid, dry. 
transparent bodies, while the others 
give thickly liquid viscous masses of 
rancid taste, has led to dividing them 
according to the quality, into two main 
groups, of which the former is called 
drying and the latter “non-drying.” 

Among the drying oils are linseed 
oil, hemp oii, poppy seed oil, nut oil, 
cottonseed oil. Among the others are 
rape seed oil, almond oil, olive oil, 
beech oil, etc. 

Of late, it has been found, says the 
“Seifen Fabrikant,” that the non-dry- 
ing oils show a behavior similar to the 
former, in case certain favorable con- 
ditions are brought about for a readier 
absorption of oxygen. In order to at- 
tain such oxydation it is necessary to 
change the reaction-temperature in a 
corresponding manner and to main- 


tain it at a constant degree, 
while the surface action between 
oil and air should’ be increased. 
Oxidized oils (blow-oils, base-oils) 
may be provided from drying oils 


as from non-drying oils; the 
former will, of course, be done in a 
shorter period than the latter and 
strongly viscous to gelatinous masses 
of a lighter average coloring than the 
raw material are obtained. 


as well 


The English, who have been placing | 


these oils on the market for some 
time, produce considerable quantities 
of it. Reviewing the question of the 
utility of the novelty at a closer range. 
the importance of these oils for the 
manufacture of lubricants Is, above all, 
apparent. We know to-day no medi- 
um, aside from the cylinder vils (last 
fraction in the distillation of the min- 
eral oils) which would permit of in- 
creasing the viscosity of thinly liquid 
lubricating oils, without injuring their 
quality. In the “oxidized oils” such an 
agent has been found which is so much 
more suite, since It neither has an 
acid reaction nor undergoes any 
change, even if heated for many hours 
to the highest temperatures, being 
capable of serving at the same time 
as a means of raising the flash point. 

Oxidized cottonseed oil can be, singly, 
employed as a lubricant, being espe- 
cially recommendable for weaving mills 
(as a loom oil), since, owing to its be- 
ing a purely vegetable oil, it neither 
causes spots on colored nor on “white 
goods, as is unfortunately the case with 
mineral oils. It can well compete with 
olive oil owing to its low price. 

Varnish makers will desire oxidized 
linseed oil, which bids fair to meet with 
extensive use in this direction. The 
advantage of this oil over the bolled 
linseed oils heretofore employed con- 
sists in that it is free from all inorganic 
and ash ingredients. It will now also 
be possible for the varnish maker to 
employ other cheaper varieties of oil, as 
even now drying oils which have been 
converted into oxidized oils may be 
introduced in varnish making. 

The manufacture of caoutchouc sub- 
stitutes will employ oxidized oils with 
good success in place of the natural 
oils. Already the letters patent of Hen- 
rigues make mention of the fact, that it 
is of considerable advantage to use 


previously oxidized oils instead of the | 


original product, because it has been 
found that for the purpose of solidify- 
ing the former a considerably smaller 
quantity of chloride of sulphur is re- 
quired, which in turn is of essential 
importance as regards the quality of 
the caoutchouc surrogates produced. 

Let us quote verbally from the speci- 
fication: 

“The technical advantage of the pro- 
duction of caoutchouc surrogate from 
such oxi-sebacic acid glycerides does 
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not so much consist in the saving of 
chloride of sulphur, which also has 
weight, as in the fact that these prod- 
ucts, poorer in sulphur and chlorine, 
furnish far more durable goods for 
technical use than the materials here- 
tofore employed. While with the lat- 
ter the caoutchouc becomes brittle and 
bad in time (which was heretofore 
charged to the absence of acids), my 
method renders it possible, even in the 
case of large additions of surrogate, to 
produce caoutchouc ware, which re- 
mains soft and flexible for an unlimited 
period.” 

These oils may likewise be employed 
with Dr. J. Altschal’s process for the 
production of caoutchouc substitutes. 
The oxidized oils will render excellent 
services in this industry. 

Oxidized fish oils are successfully em- 
ployed in chamois dressing and in the 
degras manufacture in general, since 
they will, pre-oxidized, submit to a fur- 
ther oxidization in the leather much 
quicker. It is generally known that in 
the case of common fish oil, oxidization 
in the beginning is very slow and only 
after a certain quantity of oxi-sebacic 
acids has formed, the process proceeds 
quickly. With oxidized fish oils, there- 
fore, the process will commence at once 
and oxidization will be very rapid. 

German manufacturers also are offer- 
ing a special variety of oxidized oil, 
called “Ricinutum,” to the soap makers 
as a substitute for castor oil. This oil, 
which in its exterior physical and chem- 
ical properties resembles castor oil, 
being very difficult to distinguish from 
it by analysis, is much cheaper than 
castor oil and may make a good substi- 
tute. Experiments on a large scale are 
still out, but this oil, owing to its cas- 
tor oil consistency and its relatively 
low price, seems to gain ground quick- 
ly.—Neueste Erfindungen und Erfah- 
rungen.

There has been an improved demand 
for domestic alkali, both for home con- 
sumption and for export, as our list 
shows. Caustic soda is also a shade 
better, but makers are not inclined to 
sell for forward at current prices. Sal 
soda, domestic, is more or less unsettled 
by the free offerings of outside makes, 
Bleaching powder is the only article on 
the list that remains void of fluctua- 
tions. Chlorate of potash, while firm- 
er for forward delivery, is still more or 
less unsettled on the spot. Brimstone 
is dull and prices are easier for forward 
delivery. Nitrate of soda, under free 
arrivals, gave way early in the week, 
but later, under free buying on the part 
of consumers, prices stiffened up at the 
close, with less pressure to sell. Cream 
of tartar and tartaric acid are both in 
request for export, and the same may be 
said of blue vitriol. The other light 
chemicals show few changes, as detailed 
below. In their letter Messrs. J. P 
Brunner & Co. of Liverpool say: 

“There is a little better trade reported 
in chemicals, although the market Is 
still very far from active. With ref- 
erence to the recent action of the Cast- 
ner-Kellner Alkali Company versus the 
Commercial Development Corporation. 
judgment has been given to-day in fa- 
vor of the Castner-Keliner people, so 
that their contention that the “Rhodin” 
patent is an infringement of the ‘‘Kell- 
ner’ process has been upheld so far. 
Whether an appeal will be lodged and 
the case taken to a higher court remains 
to be seen. Soda ash in moderate re- 
quest and there is no change to report 
in quotations. We quote nominal spot 
range for tierces, as to market, about 
as follows: Leblanc ash, 48 per cent..

Heavy Chemicals. 


ALKALI.—There has been consider- 
able business doing the past week in 
domestic high test, both for home con- 
sumption and for export, about 1,800 
tons being taken for the glass industry 
and about 1,200 tons for export, the 
bulk of it going to Australia. At the 
close there was more demand for for- 
ward delivery, but as some of the do- 
mestic makers are well sold up, others 
are less inclined to go forward at cur- 
rent prices, especially since peace has 
been declared and a general revival of 
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business is expected to follow. Domes- 
tic high test is quoted at 50@55c. for 
bags f. o. b. works. There is a fair 
jobbing demand in this section at 60@ 
70c., as to brand and quantity. Foreign 
high test is in light stock and held at 
60c. for bags from dock and B. M. at 
70@75c., as to quantity. 

BICARB SODA.—There is still con- 
siderable inquiry for export to Aus- 
tralia and other points.

CRYSTAL CARBONATE.—There is 
no falling off in the demand either for 
spot or for arrival during the warm 
months, Prices remain unchanged at 
1.60c. for car lots and 1.70@1.75c, for job- 
bing parcels, 

CAUSTIC SODA.—No change in the 
situation except that prices are gradu- 
ally working to a stronger basis, There 
is more inquiry for domestic high test 
for forward delivery, but makers who 
have not sold very freely are not in- 
clined to quote at current prices. At 
1%c. considerable business could be 
done. Makers generally quote 1.40c, f. 
o. b. works for high test. In this sec- 
tion there is a fair jobbing trade in 


progress at 1.50@1.65c., according to 
test, make and quantity. Powdered 98 
per cent. is more or less unsettled and 


may be quoted nominal at 2%@2%c., as 
to make, test and seller, 

SAL SODA.—There has been rather 
more doing in foreign for arrival at 
62%c., and in a jobbing way on the 
spot at 65@67%c. Domestic is still more 
or less unsettled by the free offerings of 
outside makes, but regular makers con- 
tinue their previous quotations of 55c. 
f. o. b., less the usual discount terms. 
Concentrated is meeting with an im- 
proved demand, with prices steady for 
“Arm and Hammer” at 1.35@1.60c. f. 0. 
b., usual terms. 

MONOHYDRATECRYSTALS. —Dur- 
ing the past week there has been an 


improved demand both for spot and 
September delivery at 1.25@1.30c., and 
for “Snowflake” at 1@l1%ce. f. o. b.

The chemical trade is intimately con- 
nected with the salt industry, as salt 
is by far the most important of the raw 
materials in the manufacture of chem- 
icals. The county of Chester, within 
this consular district and immediately 
south of the River Mersey, produces 
more salt brine than any other terri- 
tory in Great Britain, and this fact ac- 
counts for the establishment of the 
chemical industry here. In a statistical 
circular letter upon the Cheshire salt 
industry, published by a local author- 
ity at the commencement of the year, 
it was stated: 

In 1887 Liverpool sent to the United States 
of America 169,195 tons of salt; in the year 
just expired (1897) the total amounted to only 
91,723 tons—a terrible decline. It is at all 
times difficult for England to compete with the 
salt works of America on their own continent,

For some years there has been an ac- 
tive rivalry in the production of chem- 
icals from salt by two methods—the Le- 
blane process and ‘the ammonia-soda 
process. The first stage of the Leblanc 
process is the decomposition of common 
salt by the agency of sulphuric acid, 
In this process there Is great waste, 
and until recently it was very ob- 
jectionable on sanitary grounds. About 
forty years ago the by-product, hydro- 
chloric acid, was utilized for the manu- 
facture of bleaching powder, the pro- 
cesses for which have been greatly im- 
proved upon within the past twenty 
years. Some years afterward the am- 
monia-soda process was established on 
a commercial footing in this and other 
countries. The new process was made 
financially successful by the establish- 
ment of works in Brussels, and by 
Messrs Brunner, Mond & Co., at North-

ponents of the latter had been confined 
to the production of soda they would 
before now have been driven from the 
field. It is the utilization of their by- 
product, hydrochloric acid, for the man- 
ufacture of chlorine products—includ- 
ing not only bleaching powder, but 
chlorate of potash (used for making 
matches and percussion caps) and chlo- 
rate of soda—which has been their 
mainstay, to such an extent that it is, 
commercially, quite true to say that in 
the Leblanc soda industry at the pres- 
ent time soda is a by-product of the 
manufacture of chlorine products. The 
utilization of other by-products has 
been of great service to the Leblanc 
manufacturer in his fight with the am- 
monia-soda process. Every constituent 
of every substance employed at every 
stage, is, if not altogether, yet to a 
very large extent, used in a way to 
have a market value. Yet, not a few 
of the houses engaged in the Leblanc 
process found their proiits reduced so 
much that they dropped out of busi- 
ness. 

About the end of 1890 there was a 
combination of practically all the alkali 
manufacturers in this country, with the 
exception of Brunner, Mond & Co. This 
syndicate is known as the United Alkali 
Company, limited, and its headquar- 
ters are at Liverpool. It has a capital 
of nearly $39,000,000. Its principal 
works are at St. Helens and Widnes, 
within this consular district, but it also 
has works at Newcastle, Bristol and 
Glasgow. It employs 6,000 persons at 
the St. Helens and Widnes works, and 
3,500 on the Clyde and Tyne. The 
United Alkali Company until a short 
time ago produced nearly all its chem- 
icals by the Leblanc process. In order 
to meet the competition of the ammonia 
soda process, the United Alkali Com- 
pany has been obliged to cut down 
wages, and reductions have been made 
in the wasteful escape of gases. Yet, 
in spite of the savings and improve- 
ments, there seems to be no doubt that 
the production of soda by the Leblanc 
process must continue to steadily de- 
cline. The amount of salt decomposed 
in England by the Leblanc process de- 
clined from 434,298 tons in 1894 to 360,929 
tons in 1896, while the amount decom- 
posed by the ammonia-soda process 
rose from 361,603 tons in 1894 to 431,577 
tons in 1896. A short time ago the 
United Alkali Company established a 
plant for carrying on the ammonia- 
soda process at Widnes and Fleetwood 
(Lancashire), and its output of am- 
monia-soda is now between 60,000 and 
70,000 tons. 

It has been the hope of the English 
chemical manufacturers to so reduce the 
cost of production by improvements as 
to enable them to compete with the 
American concerns. In order to have a 
share in the American home trade the 
United Alkali Company is now erecting 
works at Bay City, Mich., and will op- 
erate under the name of the North 
American Chemical Company. 

Perhaps the question of greatest in- 
terest in connection with this industry 
is the possibility of producing bleach- 
ing powder and other chlorine products 
cheaper than they can now be produced 
by the Leblanc process, 

It is at this point that the revolution 
in the chemical trade, spoken of at the 
commencement of this report, is mak- 
ing itself manifest. 

In 1896 an address was delivered by 
Dr. Ludwig Mond, president of the 
chemical section of the British Associa- 
tion, in which he gave a description of 
a new method, which, though elaborate, 
enabled the ammonia-soda process to 
compete not only in the production of 
carbonate of soda, but also in that of 
bleaching powder, with the Leblanc 
process. Dr. Mond went on to say 
that he had hesitated to extend the new 
method in connection with the am- 
monia-soda process as rapidly as he 
would otherwise have done, because of 
the possibilities involved im the pro- 
cesses lately developed for the produc- 
tion of chlorine by electrolysis. 

The electrolytical method for the 
manufacture of chloride of potash, 
bleaching powder, and caustic soda for 
the decomposition of salt, instead of the 
employment of bi-sulphuric acid, has 
been in use for some time in Germany, 
and also to a small extent in the United 
States.

The Delivery of Bonded Goods. 


An important opinion by Attorney- 
General Griggs has just been promul- 
gated by the Treasury Department in 
regard to the authority of a collector of 
customs to compel delivery of goods 
in bonded warehouse by the warehouse- 
man. The question submitted to the 
Attorney-General was _ substantially 
w hether a permit from the collector for 
the delivery of the goods was to be con- 
strued as a mandate to deliver them in 
case the warehouseman insisted on the 
production of the warehouse receipt. 
The Attorney-General expresses the 
opinion that the collector does not have 
power to compel delivery against the 
will of the warehouseman. The full 
text of the opinion is as follows: 

The Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sir—I have your letter of the 18th inst. 
asking my opinion upon the questions 
presented by a case in which you are 
asked to issue authority to the Collector 
of the Port at Philadelphia to compel 
the delivery to F. B. Vandegrift & Co.

Compulsion 
of the warehouseman in the interest of 
the petitioner and without any advan- 
tage to the Government is demanded, 
and this petitloner is not in reality the 
owner and does not claim to be. 

The collector has issued the permit; 
the storekeper stands ready to obey it. 
So far as the Government is concerned, 
the door of the warehouse is open. The 
collector is not a sheriff or marshal, nor 
does any law or regulation purport to 
make him master of the warehouseman. 
The importer, Van Zuilen, to whom the 
outstanding warehouse receipt was is- 
sued at the instance of the brokers, 
Vandegrift & Co., has not paid the stor- 
age due the warehouse company. What 
is the extent of liability incurred by the 
warehouse company to Van Zuilen, to 
whom it gave a receipt for the goods, 
to be delivered on presentation of the 
custom house papers, or to the indorsee 
McHenry, need not be determined; nor 
need the right of the warehouse com- 
pany when goods are sold, after three 
years, to storage, etc., be discussed. 
Neither shall I stop to inquire what 
remedies, if any, consistent with the 
Government’s lien, the courts may af- 
ford to Vandegrift & Co., holders of 
the withdrawal permit, the goods not 
being detained by the Government 
against his demand to export them. 
The storage remains unpaid and Van- 
degrift & Co., as appears from their 
communication, have no intention of 
tendering it in advance of the proposed 
exportation. 

Upon all the facts, as called to your 
attention, and as admitted by Vande- 
grift & Co., I am of opinion that you 
are under no obligation to grant the 
authority demanded and cannot prop- 
erly do so.

ALBUMEN.—Egg and blood remain 
quiet, firm and unchanged. 


ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The past 
week has been rather quiet, and the 
markets have an easy tone, although 
prices remain unchanged, at 10@10%c. 
for oil and 8% @8%%c. for salt. 

CUTCH.—The market has been quite 
active, especially for box cutch, and we 
heard of sales of 400 boxes, among 
others, at 34@3%c., mostly at the lat- 
ter figure. 


DEXTRINE.—The demand keeps up 
to the average, but features are lack- 
ing, though prices are steady. 

DIVI DIVI.—The market has been 
quiet since the sale reported in our 
last. The stock is concentrated and 
held firmly at $42.50@50, as to quantity. 

GAMBIER.—The feature of the week 
has been the break in the Singapore 
market, sales of 150 tons steamer ship- 
ment having been made at 2.47%c., 
with large quantities now offered at 
24%c., landed, although we also heard 
of sales having been made of 300 tons 
at up to 2.55c., while as high as 2.65c. 
has been named as having been paid.

SUMAC.—Dealers still hold off by 
reason of the competition among im- 
porters to secure business, which has 
caused them to shade prices. Con- 
sumers are buying a little and paying 
up to $47 for pure, which is being of- 
fered at $42.50 by importers. Virginia 
may be obtained by the carload at $35. 


STARCH.—The demand for corn is 


fair, but prices show no alteration. Po-

Despite the tempta- 
tion of professional humorists to scofé, 
it is pointed out that the discovery may 
be a great chemical triumph and pre- 
cisely what is claimed for it. But its 
practical value as a substitute for ani- 
mal food is quite another question. 




















Synthetic Indigo. 


The Textile Manufacturer of Man- 
chester, England, in one of its late is- 
sues calls the attention of its readers 
to the new and formidable competitor 
against natural indigo that has arisen 
in the synthetical indigo, 

Now, in dyeing, as well as in every 
other branch of commerce and science. 
progress is inevitable. Though a thing 
may be good, still it always must suc- 
cumb in the struggle with something 
better. Whenever a new product is 
brought into the market the color mak- 
ers issue directions for its application 
and give full particulars as to its prop- 
erties, in order to acquaint the user 
with Its nature. These directions are 
intended to give the dyer a hint as to 
what he may expect. Of course, it must 
be left to practical men to adapt them 
to their particular requirements for 
which they are wanted for the time be- 
ing. This point is one of the chief 
tasks of the practical dyer, and is not 
less important than the exact matching 
of the shades. The color makers know 
just 18 well as the dyers that if worked 
under @ifferent corditions after the 
same method, different results will and 
must arise. 

As already mentioned, the indigo pure 
or synthetic indigo is nothing else but 
indigo, which is the same blue coloring 
matter as contained in natural indigo. 
Its properties are therefore identical in 
every respect with those of the latter. 

Wool, as well as cotton ard silk, can 
be dyed with it in any vat ased for in- 
digo, and it cannot be detected even by 
analysis whether the natural or the ar- 
tificially mace indigo has been used. It 
consequently would be to the dyer a 
question of price only which of the two 
to employ, did not the artificial indigo 
possess other advantages overbalanc- 
ing the natural. It is a well known fact 
that natura! indigo varies in strergth 
and purity, and that the price, owing 
to the good or bad crops, is subject to 
great fluctuations. Ttese fluctuations 
make it a difficult matter for the dyer 
to choose the most favorable moment 
for buying, and the varying, changing 
quality of the indigo often curtails the 
possibility of making the right selection 
in the quality. 

The synthetic incigo, on the other 
hand, is delivered in a unlform quality 
of a standard strength. Fluctuations, 
such as occur with the natural indigo, 
are therefore excluced. The paste has, 
besides, the advantage that it Is sold in 
the ground state, thus saving grinding 
and being always ready for use, Differ- 
eat kinds of natural indigo are in the 
market; for instance, Java, containing 
from 70 to 80 per cent, indigotine; Ben- 
gal, testing 60 to 70 per cent.; Kurpah, 
fiom 30 to 55 per cent., and even quali- 
ties below 30 per cent. 

In the face of such differences, it is 
extremely difficult, and in fact almost 
impossible, to judge the exact coloring 
strength by appearance of the article or 
by breaking it. In analyzing, it has 
been found that lots seld as one yuality 
of indigo vary in themselves, and «ven 
samples drawn from the same chest 
have been proved to differ as much as 
7 to 8 per cent. in indigotine, though by 
appearance it was scarcely distinguls'- 
able. Chemical analysis, therefcre, 
when buying natural indigo, is only of 
value if one is quite certain that the 
sampl> represents the average bulk. 
Furthermore, it should be borne in mind 
that the methods of indigo analysis 
adopted in practice do not always give 
reliable results. . 

For some time indigotine has been ex- 
tracted from natura! indigo, and this 
product brought into the narket under 
the name of refined indigo. Of course it 
is also subject to the same fluctua- 
ticns in price as natural indigo itself. 
Efforts have als been made in India 
and other count ies to obtain a more 
uniform quality iu the manufacture, but 
it appears that the experiments have 
not been successful, for the qualities 
which are sold in the market still differ 
just as much as ever. 

The dyer who lays stress upon the 
purity of shade of the indigo has the 
certainty, when using the artificial in- 
digo, that he is using the purest qual- 
ity which can be commercially ob- 
tained. 

Summing up, the dyer has, when 
using pure indigo, a uniform quality, 
which, as a paste, is ready for use, and 
can also compete in price with the best 
obtained from the indigo plant. He does 
not therefore run the risk of a wrong 
speculation in buying and knows ex- 
actly what he is buying. He need not 
wait for the moment which he consid- 
erg best for making his purchases, and 
he can obtain the indigo pure in any 
quantity, from the smallest to the larg- 
est, at any time, according to his re- 
quirements. We need not go into de- 
tails as regards the dyeing of indigo 
pure, there being no difference from 
natural indigo in this respect. For dye- 
ing and printing cotton and silk, indigo 
pure, of course, can be used exactly the 
sam* ag natural.—Textile World.
